1. The stunningly colored garden lilies should be
planted now for bloom in late spring and summer.

2. Plant calendula in sunny beds for bright
winter color.

3. When your fuchsia finally is finished blooms
ing, do NOT do any pruning. Just because the flowers
are finished does not mean that it is time for clipping.
Wait until next February for any pruning.

4. Many evergreens are best set out in fall. They
benefit from the winter rains which will come later.
Check with your local nurseryman for the types best
suited for October planting.

5. The newer spreading Lantanas, if planted
now, will often bloom right through winter in Califor-
nia’s milder regions.
